iverſally. beloved, and render him more glorious, and theſe 
Nations more proſperous and happy than ever. In what a 
hort time have the unadviſed and giddy Counlels of Five 
dr Six unfortunate pretendersto Poliey, brought the King,

as he pleaſed in this Weſtern part of the World, intoa con.

ſent/ſtate 'of things abroad; or ſeaſonably: calculated for the 
condition that matters are in at home ? 

Do not all men obſerve a War commencing on the other 
ſidethe water, wherein we cannot avoid becoming inter- 
eſted 'in favour of one: party or another ;/and-yet in the 
mean time-are notdiviſions and rancours:induſtriouſly pro: 
moted and enflamed towards the weakning and diſabling 
the Kingdom for any-great or Martial undertaking ? And 
are'not 'all things likewiſe managed towards the encreaſing 
ſach 5ealouſies between the King: and thegenerality of his 
people, and for the begetting -that diſlike-1n his Majeſty o 
Parliatnents; and ſuch diſtruſt in them of him, ſhould ne 
ctllity enforce the Aſſembling one, that there is little hope 
while matters-contmue to run-1nthepreſent channel, either 
of his Majeſties being in a capacity-of declaring for oneor 
the other of the comending/and-rival States -and Princes 
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abroad, or :being able honourably to comply-with theterms- 
of . thoſe Alliances wherein he is already engaged, much leſs 
of; being in a condition to anſwer what will. be deſired - 
and expedted from himupon new Treaties and Stipulations,- 
For as nothing :is more obvious than it. will be impoſſible

His Majeſty have wholly left off thinking, or do-only ap-- 
ply thoughts todivert and adjourn their own ruine, with. 
out any great regard, by what appears, to the Kings Ho-- 
nour or Safety, that he will at Jaſt judg it matter worthy 
of his own ſerious conſideration, whether he can reaſon--

or ſucceſs in what he will have to propoſe unto them , if + 
upon their coming together, they find things going in the 
Current which they have run in for fome time paſt, Will 
Noble and Generous Perſons, and ſuch as repreſent a Pro-- -

men, Thus we find, That in the Reign of Edward 1. Ed- 
ward 2, and ſome part of Edward 3. the Sheriffs werecho- 
fn by the Mayor, Aldermen, and a cettain.nunmber of good --

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41nd loyal men,. out of the ſeveral and reſpeive Wards.For 
. we find, that in the fixth of Edward x. 
Lib. A, fol. 121.  Vicecomites eledi fuerunt, per Majorem, 
| Aldermanos, &- probos homines Civitatis, 
the Sheriffs were choſen by the Mayor, Aldermen, and the good 
or lawful men of the City. © Andin the 31, 33, 34, Edward 
11. and I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, Ed. 2. we find, 'that they were 
choſen by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Twelve Free-men out of 
every Ward. But in all that time, we have not one word 
of the Mayor's having a Right, by his Prerogative, to chuſe 
one of the Sheriffs;but from the 20th of Edward 3.which is 
above200 years lince theSheriffs of London have been always 
choſen by the Mayor, Aldermen, Common-Conncil, and Li- 
 very-men. #- And as the Rights granted to the City by the 
Charter, of chuling their Sheriffs from among themſelves, 
is hereby truly preſerved, the Free-men ſtill chuſing, tho 
' every Free-man doth not chuſez ſo this is both a preſcrio- 
tion and uſage of too long a date, and a form and manner 
of eleCing , the benefits and advantages whereof we have 
ſo fully taſted, that the preſent Mayor ought not either out 
of a Capricio of his own, or at the inſtigation of others, 
who deſign no leſs than the deſtruction of many principal 
Citizens, to attempt the wreſting ſo uſeful, neceſſary, and 
well-eſtabliſh:d a Right from the City. 
'Tis true, that ever ſince about the 20th of Edward the 
third, my Lord Mayor hath ha1 the naming ot propoſing 
07e perſon for the Shrivalty of London and Middleſex; but 
his nomination was never held to conſtitute the ſaid perſon 
Sheriff, or to preclude the free choice of the Commons, 
Nor may it be ami(s briefly here to unfold both the firſt oc- 
caſion of, and. the moving Reaſon unto it.0 The occaſion 
"ſeems to have been this, I hat whereas a Parliament held in

carriages in that Truſt, they might-bring their Liberties 
and Eſtates into danger, uſed to withdraw themſelves, in 
order to. decline their being Eleted. Therefore there 
was the ſame year an Ordinance made by the-Lord Mayor, 
certain Aldermen, and the Sheriffs, de olenſs fotins COmmu- 
nitatis, with -the afſent and concurrence of the Commonalty, 
That if any abſented himſelf ont of the City at the day of the 
 EleFion of Sheriffs, he ſhould pay to bins that fbould.be chojenby 
his withdrawing and default, the ſum of 1001. and that the 
Mayor, who is ſuppoſed to have better knowledg than 0- 
thers, which of the Citizens are moſt fit for foweighty an 
Otfice, ſhould preſent and nominate one perſon to the Conmons, 
zz order to the being choſen Sheriff, And yet gotwithſtang- 
ing this Ordinance, we do not find that ever the Mayor af- 
ſumed the Authority of impoſing whom hehad named,up- 
on the City 3 but the. Commons have always enjoyed the 
Right of refuſing or confirming the Perſon Nominated and - 
Preſented. And as the Mayors nominating a Perſon, was 
never tranſacted at the Bridg-Houſe, till fance the'Reign of 
Hen. 8. ſo he always took the advice of his Brethren the 
Aldermen, whom he ſhould recommend. as a perſon inhisor 
their Opinion worthy to be Elected Sheriff. Hence during

fented unto, much leſs confirmed by the Common: Hall. And 
tho! thoſe: whom former Mayors have ufually named, have 
been ſeldom refaſed or rejeted by the Commons ; yet this 
did/not ariſe from any Right in' the Mayor, by -vertue of 
the Prerogative of his Place, toEledt one,or that the Com- 
mons were obliged tamely to acquieſce in; whomfoever he 
Preſented z but becauſe our Mayors have been for the moſt 
part fo modeſt and diſcreet, as to. nominate ſuch perſons 
which were acceptable to the City,and Gentlemen of that 
Worth, Juſtice and Integrity, that the Citizens themſelves 
knew-not where to find better. And-indeed the Priviledg 
vouchſafed my Lord: Mayor, of namingand tendring. oneto 
the Hall for Sheriff, was to ſerve the mtereſt, -and to pro- 
vide for the ſafety of the whole City,and not togratifie the 
humour and rancour of a little venomous and fattious Par- 
ty; it was in ſubſerviency to the equal preſerving the Li- 
berties and Lives of all the Free-men, and: not to ſacrifice 
the moſt uſeful tn the Corporation, tothe revenge of their 
Enemies:Yet even heretofore the Copzmors have found cauſe 
to affert their Priviledges and Rights, and not implicitely 
to acquieſce in every one whomtheir Mayors had nam'd unto 
them.For belides,that whenſoever any perſon whom-my L. 
Miyor hath named by the Solemnity of drinking,andpricket 
wh a kind of Authority for the enſuing Sherzf, doth but® 
for reaſons which himſelf aſligns,refuſe or decline theOffice, 
than doth the naming and eleQirig both the Sheriffs, deyolve 
upon, andby his own- acknowledgmeat lodp in the Com- 
mons. And' to. omit other 1n{tances of this nature, T ſhall 
only mention-' that of: 'the 59 of Eliz. when Richard 
- Plath, whom my Lord: Mayor had drunk unto, hadby 
- hixPetition excuſed himſelf, how the Commons without 
lie tiiterpolition- of the Mayor, named and Eledted Hugh 
BY Offer 
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Offer atid Richard Saltonſtail. To which 1 fhall fubjolfi thar 
late memorable Prefidefit of the 32 Car. 2. when Geobgs 
Hockoualt being drufik to, and preſented to the Commons 
for their Confirmation, having upon juſt and good grounds 
diſengaged himſelf from ſerving, the Commors without 
vouchſafing my Lord Mayor the Prerogative of a new 
nomibation, Elected and chofe Slingihy Bethel and Henry 
Corniſh. Again, is there anything more obvious and frequent, 
than that when ſuch whom my Lord Mayor hath preſent- 
- ed, have notwithſtanding the Lond of his Lordſhips no- 
mination, and the reputation of being complemented and 
careſſed into an Office by a Glafs of Wine, ſubmitted*to 
their F7nes, rather than be wheedled into the expence of 
three or four Thouſand pounds in the Sherivalty,by pledg- 
ing him, that in ſuch a caſe the Commons have been very 
taxrely ſuffered to claim the naming and elefting both the 
Sheriffs. For example, when —— Charltox,, whom in the

my part, I never think of this pretended Prerogative of my 
Lord Mayor, but I think ſome envious Fellow that, would 
expoſe the Honour of the City and Nation, was the firſt in- 
ventor and adviſer of it. Nay, to proceed a little further, 
Even when none of theſe things have interven'd, yet the 
Commons have diſputed and conteſted the Mayors Power in 
this matter,and have made him, if not plainly renounce, yet 
wave and abandon the inſiſting upon it.
